An historic occasion

Oh, what a celebration it was, and certainly one befitting a 
landmark year! The sense of jubilation felt at the 25th 
anniversary Pride festivities in Vancouver, which took place 
over the August long weekend, was almost indescribable. 
People travelled from all across Canada and the United 
States to help GLBT Vancouverites (and their friends) 
celebrate this major milestone. It was a perfect 
weekend in the city for such an event; the skies were 
clear and blue and the only rainbows visible were 
those worn, carried and flown by enthusiastic revellers. 
All along the parade route the crowds were record- 
breaking, and just as impressive at the Sunset Beach 
Festival and the Davie Village street fair, which made 
its debut this year. Many thought the Vancouver Pride 
Society would have difficulty pulling the event off, 
particularly given their come-from-behind deficit 
position, but they did so with aplomb and everyone in 
attendance was amazed at how the festivities proved 
to be a first-class celebration of community spirit from 
beginning to end. 


Estimates for the number of spectators have been 

pegged at around 150,000 and, with over 130 
4 § entries in the procession itself, it was a 

parade full of Pride. Dignitaries from 
Vancouver included Liberal MP Hedy Fry and 
Liberal MLA Lorne Mayencourt, NDP MPs 
Svend Robinson and Libby Davies, and 
Vancouver Mayor Larry Campbell. Liberal 
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leadership candidate and Heritage Minister 
Sheila Copps made a special visit from 
Ottawa in honour of the event, and her 
presence drew much crowd applause. 
With thirty-five colourful floats and equally 
vibrant group entries, the parade was truly 
a sight to see, a complete entertainment 
package for those who lined the parade 
route. The warm weather helped draw 
record crowds to the Sunset Beach 
Festival (previous years had been quite a 
bit soggier!) and the huge crowds that 
turned out for the premiere street fair | 
proved that something new really can go 
over in a big way after twenty-five years of 
history. 


“It was a coming together of the 
community, and that’s my sense of what 
Pride’s all about,’ reflected Vancouver 
Pride Society Co-chair Shawn Ewing, over 
a quiet dinner shortly after the event. 
“There were skeptics, but the team spirit 
and support made it all possible.” 


Her VPS Co-chair, Randy Atkinson, 
agreed. “It definitely exceeded my expectations in terms of the community coming 
together,” he said, savouring a well-earned cocktail. “The energy along the parade route 
was electric from start to finish and, if we can hold the momentum throughout the 
coming year, then it will have been a complete success. Pride is not just a day, it’s year 
‘round.’

It seemed, at one time, that two of our country’s largest and most well-attended Pride 
celebrations could possibly go by the wayside, considering what initially seemed like insur- 
mountable financial odds. However, Torontonians and Vancouverites pulled together in 
the spirit of community and made things happen in a way that will inspire us all to take 
pride in our spirit of Pride celebrations—large and small—for years to come. Vancouver's 
25th anniversary, in particular, will in future serve as an important memory for others, a 
potent reminder of the essence of “lower case” pride: the ability for diversity to equal 
unity, if only for a fleeting period. To be lucky enough to be in attendance for the silver 
anniversary of Pride—marked with a particular joy inspired by the advent of gay marriage 
(for some)—was to witness history in the making. And those who fail to remember 
history are doomed to repeat it—let’s not let the momentum of this amazing year fade 
from memory any time soon.

COME HERE OFTEN? 


It helps if you think of it as an extreme form of flattery. Recently, adult patrons in Alberta 
have been caught off guard by stringent identification policies implemented by bars, clubs and 
restaurants in response to a crackdown by the Alberta Gaming and Liquor Commission. At 
issue is a clause being strongly enforced by inspectors for the commission, one which states 
that business owners must “... request identification from a person who appears to be under 
twenty-five years of age”. Failure to comply with this policy has resulted in heavy fines for 
business owners—a minimum of $750 or three-day license suspension for a first offense. 
After multiple infractions the commission is able to revoke an establishment's liquor license, 
permanently if it so chooses. 


Enforcement of this policy has hit many business owners where it counts—in the cash 
register—and has also had the unfortunate ripple effect of angering and alienating patrons. 
Bars and clubs in the gay community are in a rather difficult position with this policy, particu- 
larly since our cultural emphasis on youth can play a role in confounding the expectations of 
commission representitives. In some cases, customers in even their late-thirties may be 
viewed with suspicion because they do not “appear” to be over the age limit for identification, 
based on an inspector's subjective viewpoint. 


Unfortunately, there is little patrons can do about the implementation or enforcement of 
this policy,and many business owners are too intimidated by the possibility of harassment/loss 
of livelihood to “make an issue of the issue”. At present, the best everyone can do is carry 
their identification with them at all times, and present it as quickly and cheerfully as possible 
when asked. Remember: try to think of how flattering it is to be thought of as looking younger 
than you actually are—please bear with those owners and employees who, in the course of 
their duties, must ask you for I.D. Outlooks will keep readers apprised of new developments 
as they occur, beginning with an in-depth story on the matter in the October 2003 issue.

Political portents

Considering what the Bible suggests doing with, or to, those who indulge in 
fortunetelling, it could be considered ill-advised in some circles to offer any prediction 
whatsoever as to where this whole business of same-sex marriages is going to end. 


But I’m prepared to take the chance, for a couple of reasons. 


First of all, thanks to the circles | quite happily move in, it seems I’ve already been 
consigned to eternal hellfire and damnation—and frankly, the neighbourhood is on the 
upswing, now that John Paul and the boys have chosen to make it the final resting place 
for any Catholic who dares to question the infallibility of the Pope. Seems to me, the 
Pope has just created a whole new class of latter day Galileos to which one of his succes- 
sors, a few centuries down the line, will have to offer an abject apology. 


But that’s just a hunch and, as any accountant would no doubt attest after even the 
most cursory examination of my stock portfolio, my ability to foretell the future should 
be taken very lightly indeed. Still for what it is worth, when it comes to same-sex 
marraige, here’s what | see when | gaze into my crystal ball. 


First off, we aren’t going to have to wait to hear the Supreme Court's opinion on the 
whole thing before it is decided. Once Chretien is out of the way and Paul Martin is 
installed as the new leader of the Liberal party—and, consequently, as Prime Minister of 
this country—it should become blindlingly apparent to even the dimmest bulbs in the 
Liberal caucus that the best thing they can do is suck it up and do the right thing post- 
haste, thereby putting as much distance between the decision and the next election as is 
humanly possible. 


And just what will the right thing be that they choose to do? 


Well, that will be to legalize same-sex marriages, of course, this being the Liberal 
party—a fact that only now seems to be sinking in for some of the party’s elected MPs, 
who frankly are behaving a lot more like closet members of the KKK these days. 


Imagine the horror of serving as a Liberal MP for years, only to wake up one morning 
to discover that your party supports equal rights for all! The horror! The horror! 


Lest we get all dewey-eyed about Liberal values, however, let’s not lose sight of the fact 
that, by his own admission, Chretien has callously ducked this issue for years, putting 
polical expediency ahead of what he’s known to be right until the very end of his career.

And frankly, after the abysmal way most churches have behaved towards gays over the 
years, it wouldn’t hurt my feelings one whit to see churches cut out of the whole 
marriage equation altogether, but that’s not likely to happen in a world where even a lot 
of gays want to have their loving relationships blessed by the church. 


In a largely Catholic country like France that could be highly problematic, but in a 
multi-denominational culture such as ours, where there are already churches willing, even 
eager, to bless same-sex unions, it’s a perfect solution. 


Gay Catholics who find themselves unable to receive the blessings of their church will 
join divorced Catholics, feminist Catholics, pro-choice Catholics and a veritable host of 
others in a growing community of frustration. Still, the Catholics and other fundamen- 
talist churches will be able to claim a victory of sorts in all of this, having ensured that 
gay couples will never be blessed in their particular faith, but it is a Pyrrhic victory at best. 


Faced with two marriages, only one of which is legally binding, many heterosexual 
couples will opt for only the ceremony outside the church, thereby further reducing the 
slim sliver of relevancy the church can offer in modern life. 


And frankly, it’ll look good on‘em. W

There are worse nicknames you 
could pick up over the course of a 
career—Sexy Rexy is his and it's 
certainly an appropriate one. 
However, Rex Harrington, a 
principal dancer for the National 
Ballet of Canada, has also earned a 
reputation for being one of the best 
male dancers of his 
generation—that one, though a bit 
clumsy in a headline, is certainly the 
most appropriate description of 
both the man and his work. Now, 
at age forty, Harrington is preparing 
to step out of the juiciest part of 
the limelight, leaving principal roles 
to other dancers in the company. 
He'll continue to perform with the 
NBoC, but after two decades 
“front and centre”, he has decided & : ee Ge ee ce 
it's time to go out with a bang (like friend Karen Kain) and make one final tour as a principal 
dancer while he can still dazzle audiences with undeniably brilliant performances. Outlooks 
caught up with Harrington to collect a few thoughts as he was preparing himself for the tour. 


Outlooks: Do you enjoy touring or do you find that the stress of being on the road distracts 
you somewhat? 


Harrington: Well, | like coming out west because my family’s from Vancouver. It’s nice to 
tour, actually, because we don’t do it so much anymore. We used to go east and west. | mean, 
it is a bit more difficult, working out of hotels and things, but | also find that the audiences are 
really appreciative, because they haven't really seen us as much. 


Outlooks: Tell me a bit about your working relationship with James Kudelka [the National 
Ballet’s Artistic Director]. 


Harrington: | think every dancer likes that [kind of relationship]; ultimately you want to be 
choreographed on and be somebody's muse. ! think it’s equally beneficial for both of us—l’ve 
helped him with his vision and he has certainly helped me with my progression. Even stepping 
down from some of the more full-length classic ballets, he has still created a lot of new works 
on me: he created his Nutcracker on me; | created Rothbart in Swan Lake—l’ve done a lot of 
work with him. James is an enigma—sometimes he's really difficult to read and other times you 
don’t have to say much, you just know what he wants. It’s nice to have that kind of relation- 
ship. 

Outlooks: Do you still have Timothy Findlay’s farm? 

Harrington: No... [mock sorrow] | sold it—don’t make me cry! [Laughs] 


Outlooks: Oh, | was going to ask if you're hoping to spend more time there. However, now 
that | know, what would you like to do with the bit of time that you have freed up with your 
decision? 

Harrington: |’m hoping that | can turn the name that | have in Canada and in Toronto into 
some sort of acting career. | recently started taking acting lessons, voice [lessons]; I’ve got an 
agent and headshots—that sort of thing. If opportunities arise, I'll take them. I’ve got some 


friends who are filmmakers— actually played myself in a little film with a friend, so there are 
some small things I’m working on. 


Outlooks: Are you the sort of person who enjoys having downtime or do you always 
want—or even need—something to do? 


Harrington: | don’t know—l guess | go bit crazy when I’m not working. Being on stage 
really is unlike anything else, there’s nothing to compare it too. | had a lot of downtime this 
summer and | think that’s why | started obsessing about the fact that | sold my farm. | hadn’t 
thought of it for two years and all of a sudden, it was like “Why did | sell my farm?!” But that’s 
a whole other story—| was involved with someone and it fell apart and | found myself on a 
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farm going, “What the hell am | doing here?”. | really just spent the summer sitting around doing 
nothing for the first time in a long time, which was nice, but at the same time, it drove me nuts! 


Outlooks: You have performed for the Queen, delighted audiences around the world with 
your work, been honoured with the Order of Canada—what's left on your “to do” list, either 
as a dancer or as Rex Harrington, private citizen? 


Harrington: I'd like a star on the Walk of Fame! [Laughs] 
Outlooks: Canadian or American—do you want the little one or the big one? 


Harrington: |'ll take a little one first, then the big one! [Laughs] I'd love to be on television 
or work in the theatre somehow. | would love to be in a movie, you know, somehow get that 
going. Although, as much as | love it, it scares the s*** out of me ‘cause it’s a whole other 
medium. Even when taking acting classes | sweat and get nervous—but | somehow make it 
through! 


Outlooks: |sn’t it nice, though, that you don’t walk in there and go “I’m Rex Harrington and 
| can do anything”? 


Harrington: Oh, | know [Laughs]. But | think any performer's a bit of a nutcase and insecure 
and that’s why they do it—the old cliché. 


Outlooks: Any thoughts on the kinds of projects you'd like to do? 


Harrington:Well,|'ve thought about Broadway and I’ve thought about... um [pauses] If | have 
to earn a paycheque as a coach and a teacher I'll do that, but I'd almost like to walk away from 
dance and start something else creative. In the little bits of the films I’ve done, dance-wise, I’ve 
loved being on set. I’ve done a few sort of dance movies with a producer here, an acting-dance- 
story thing that was told through his vision—’dance dramas” as he calls them—and I’m 
working on another one. | was actually going to do the lead in his next one, but because of the 
tour, | can’t. But I’m still going to put myself in there as an extra for, like,a minute in one scene 
just keep my foot in the door. 


Outilooks:Who served as a role model for you as you pursued and achieved the career you 
wanted in dance? 


Harrington: My first role model as a dancer was Nureyev—having seen him and having 
been given his book as a young dancer. The fact that he was gay and so incredibly raw and 
sexual on stage—I| sort of hope that my performances are like that and have a certain fearless- 
ness that appeals to everybody as a human. Hopefully | achieved that. 


Outlooks: Would you like to serve as an inspiration for new ¢ontinued opposite 
dancers coming up through the ranks?

Harrington: Yeah. | talked to James 
[Kudelka] about that, about coaching 
some of the men in the company. We 
don’t really have a male coach and | 
think some things | could really bring 
out in the men—not in a technical 
aspect—are partnering tricks, how to 
present your partner and just sort of 
stand out. There’s much more to 
walking back and starting your solo than 
walking back and starting your solo, if 
you know what | mean. | think that 
makes the difference between being 
great and being blah. It is a difficult thing 
to try to teach—some people have it, 
they get it, or they don't. 


Outlooks: Now, obviously what you § 
excel at is driven by physicality and a 
certain prowess; nonetheless, did it ever get to you Gone called ce Rexy, being reduced to a 
physical presence rather than a great talent? 


Harrington: No, | think any sort of compliment like that is great—when people don’t 
mention you is when you've got to be nervous, ! guess! | mean, | certainly traded off on who 
lam and my looks. In the beginning, | did a lot of work with Glen Tetley and the ballets were 
all done in unitards—painted unitards—so you were basically naked on stage. They were very 
sensual and | think | got that reputation from being in those ballets. | think | stood out in the 
corps when | first started in the company because | had the big hair and the good makeup—and 
a lot of guys don’t even think of that. It’s like “Hello?! You're on stage!” There’s a whole way to 
be a performer and | think | just knew how to do it. 


Outlooks:Was it harder turning forty as a dancer or as a gay man? 


Harrington: Oh god! | guess it’s hard in one sense for anyone to turn forty. It’s fascinating 
to me because a huge part of it scares me, but the more I’ve been through relationships and 
the more I’ve realized about myself, the more | think I’m happier with myself. You know, 
relationships are always tough—especially trying to find a gay man who doesn’t think 
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monogamy is a kind of wood! [Laughs] When | was younger it was all about monogamy and 
love—and as | get older | go “What the f***is that?! Now | just want anybody!” [Laughs] No, 
I’m kidding! | mean, as far as the youth factor goes, I’m not big in “the scene”, | don’t go out all 
that much—! don’t live my life in clubs and bars. You know, you look on the computer [i.e.: 
chatrooms] and it’s like “No one over twenty”. What? Hello! [Laughs] Hopefully that’s going 
to turn around because | think forty is the new twenty with the way more people take care 
themselves. | certainly don’t feel forty— still feel twenty-five or thirty, just with greater knowl- 
edge. | wouldn't want to be twenty again. | mean,| do hit the gym a lot more and | do yoga—so 
far, ’'m holding up! | think turning forty was difficult but now I’m almost forty-one! It’s inter- 
esting: | only wish | was younger because physically you can dance longer. That's why acting is 
fascinating, because you can do it ‘til you drop. 


Outlooks:What thrills you these days? 


Harrington: What thrills me? [Laughs] | love going out to theatre or musical theatre and 
seeing a really great performance—a great actor or singer. | love being entertained like that. 
People who can do that thrill me. That and a good bottle of Wolfblass. [Laughs] 


Outlooks: Yellow label? 
Harrington: Yeah! Yellow labe-—mm-hmm! 
Outlooks: Any parting thoughts? 


Harrington: Come and see Four Seasons—tt's the story of my life! [Laughs] Every man’s 
life! James explains it as: you're born, you live, you don’t connect and you die alone. [Laughs] 
Great—that’s charming! 


Outlooks:Well, you make it look good. 
Harrington: Ha-if only | could go so beautifully! [Laughs] W 
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Reflecting on success

Zelda’s shut down for the night 
during Toronto’s “darkest hours”, The Looking Glass stayed open and the dimly lit 
patio truly seemed like something out of Alice’s Wonderland. The boys and girls were 
in another world, lulled into giddiness by candlelight and the potential of not having 
to work the next day.

“| thought about it for ten minutes,” says Mackenzie, “ and | couldn’t think of a 
reason why we wouldn’t stay open!” If anything, the blackout is a prime example of 
Mackenzie's sense of adventure and a key to her success: she’s a woman who aims big 
and doesn’t hesitate to take a leap of faith. Why else would she have left her 
successful venture as co-owner of Slack Alice, just south of her current location 
north of Wellesley, to start something new? Mackenzie simply wanted a bigger 
challenge. 


And she definitely went bigger, at least with her initial investment and the size of 
the new space. Try almost $600,000 in renovations on what was once the home of 
the Simpson family (as in the department store you may vaguely remember), then 
throw in a seating capacity of 350, compared to Alice’s eighty-five, and add a sincere 
attempt to cater to the entire queer community just for good measure. For 
Mackenzie, being a big part of the community is essential and she loves giving back to 
it. 

Mackenzie’s restaurant is unique in the Church St. restaurant biz because, unlike 
most establishments which are eventually tabelled as “gay”, “lesbian” or “not worth 
my time’, The Looking Glass has managed to establish itself as a place for 
everyone—including straight clientele. Despite initially being followed by Slack Alice’s 
lesbo-branding, Mackenzie doesn’t have time for labels. She is a woman constantly 
on the move, either busy rearranging furniture to fit the night’s agenda, or throwing 
back the odd tequila with friends who stop by. And some of those “friends” are 
pretty interesting. 


Toronto’s Chief of Police, Julian Fantino, had his Pride reception at her restaurant 
earlier this summer and got the red carpet treatment. “Non-alcoholic drinks, of 


course!” jokes Mackenzie. The 
Looking Glass’ guest list also 
includes Bea Arthur, Scott 


Thompson and, oh yeah, Cher’s

Far 
removed from the corporate considera- 
tions of even the most liberal network, 
ForTheBoys.tv is nothing short of a cum-fest 
extraordinaire—a Web broadcast-cum- 
television show-cum-call-in radio program, 
all rolled into one. Co-hosted by ex-lovers 
Gary Green and Steve Elliot, the show 
features on-air discussions between the 
two, supplemented with input from a 
variety of studio- and phone-in guests, as 
well as comments from a peanut gallery of 
“regulars” who flock to the show’s 
chatroom during broadcasts. Though it is 
almost completely pointless, ForTheBoys.tv

the amusement scale, if only for the sake of 
embracing the concept of “commercial- 
ized” eavesdropping. 


Between hosts and guests, 
ForTheBoys.tv’s “dish” runneth over, and no 
topic is off-limits or too off-colour to 
discuss at length, let alone mention. At one 
point, Green, Elliot and a visitor named 
Nathan engage in an in-depth discussion as 
to why Nathan’s hunky new roommate 
reeks of mildew. Another segment involves 
Green’s interaction with an attractive man 
at the gym, an ongoing flirtation that, it 
turns out, involved a _ photo-capable 
cellphone and a possible “guest appear- 
ance” on the Internet. Earth shattering 
material? Hardly. Fun and rather titillating? 
You bet! 


As co-hosts, both Elliot and Green are 
deliciously L.A—the former boasts 
cheesegrater abs (almost always on 
display) and an FM voice, while the latter 
embraces the kind of persona that keeps 
Falwell awake at night. Despite the fact 
that they were somewhat unlikely bedfel- 
lows in their previous relationship (a 
matter brought up frequently in conversa- 
tion), as an on-air team the two are quite 
fun, working off each other like a pair of 
seasoned Vaudeville hoofers. Guests, on 
the other hand, have to be able to hold 
their own in order to get a word in 
edgewise—the aforementioned Nathan 
(he of the fungus-y roommate) demon- 
strates a remarkable affinity for grabbing 
airtime throughout his segment, unlike 
some of the more reserved visitors to the 
studio. 


ForTheBoys.tv isn’t all just natter ‘n’ bitch, 
mind you—there are other elements 
thrown in for good measure... if that’s how 
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a musical segment features a singer clad in 
a “Gay Pimp” T-shirt and sparkly flares, 
surrounded by semi-clad sports hotties; in 
another, Green hits the red carpet at the 
GLAAD awards to chat with everyone 
from Will & Grace star Eric McCormack 
and Queer as Folk’s Peter Paige, to Who’s 
The Boss? alum Judith Light. Perhaps one 
of the funniest “extras” the show offers is 
a semi-regular feature called Screw the 
Jew, in which former “goyfriend” Green 
reads off a list of celebrities to guests and 
asks whether they'd rather bed them down 
or have a tumble with co-host Elliot. At 
one point, after a guest favours “the Jew” 
over Catherine Zeta-Jones, Green says “I 
wouldn't have done her before Chicago; | 
wasn’t a fan. But after Chicago | saw how 
amazingly talented she was—l’d f***her 
every which way | possibly could. Every 
orifice!” The whole concept of the bit is 
very wrong, but wickedly funny on the 
whole, and Steve Elliot proves to be quite 
a good sport about things, even when an 
extra Jew (one of the guests) is thrown 
into sway the vote away from winning a 
“magical talking pig’. Maybe someone 
should tell Merv Griffin to add this one to 
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There are likely quite a few people 
who'll find ForTheBoys.tv too juvenile or 
unseemly for their tastes, but in overall 
concept and scope, most will have to admit 
that Green and Elliot are definitely on a 
fresh track in terms of re-defining gay 
multimedia endeavours. Even shock jock 
Howard Stern’s harshest critics had to give 
him credit for what they admitted was “an 
admirable nimbleness at the mic”, and the 
ForTheBoys boys are close relatives to the 
King of all Media in this regard. Both are 
capable broadcasters with the impressive 
ability to keep the ball in the air no matter 
what is going on around them. And, trust 
me, there is a lot going on around them at 
any given time.

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A failing grade?

The B.C. provincial government admits bullying is a serious problem, but despite 
promises to stop the violence, little has changed as the new school year begins. Critics 
say a series of recommendations from a provincial task force on safe schools fails to go 
far enough to protect students battered by an onslaught of homophobic taunts and 
assaults. 


“| think the comment about students dreading to return to school is completely 
accurate. School is the most unsafe place for GLTB youth in their lives,’ says James 
Chamberlain, a Surrey schoolteacher, and member of the Gay and Lesbian Educators of 
B:G. 


“School is a very hateful place for many, many GLBT youth and, until there are concrete 
strategies and actions from the Ministry of Education and school boards, that trend will 
just continue,” he adds. 


Three of the province’s highest profile bullying tragedies—suicide victims Hamid 
Nastoh of Surrey, Dawn Marie Wesly of Maple Ridge, and Jamie Lazarre of Prince 
George—may be just the tip of the iceberg. The Education Department's own surveys 
reveal that almost three in ten students have been bullied, and a similar number feel 
unsafe in their own schools. 


The three-member provincial task force on safe schools—chaired by Vancouver 
Burrard MLA Lorne Mayencourt—heard horror stories from presenters in fifteen cities 
and towns all across the province. Some of the victims of homophobic taunts and assaults 
were actually straight, but perceived to be gay. 


“Any student can be the target of homophobia and anti-gay slurs... a lot needs to be 
done to protect all students irrespective of the sexual orientation,’ Chamberlain says. 


Chamberlain cites the case of heterosexual student Azmi Jubran who launched a 
human rights action against the North Vancouver School District for failure to protect 
him from bullies. Jubran, a heterosexual, was physically assaulted and harassed for years 
as a “homo” and a “faggot”. The school board appealed Jubran’s $4,000 award and the 
decision was overturned. 


“The North Van school board basically defended themselves by saying it’s just common, 
everyday language, and that it didn’t relate to his sexual orientation because he was 
straight,’ Chamberlain says. 


Terms like “fag” and “homo” are popular put downs among children of all ages. 


“There needs to be leadership at the very top levels of school districts and the ministry 
so that teachers and parents and students all across the province know that anti-gay slurs 
and homophobic actions in schools are equally detestable to racial slurs,’ Chamberlain 
stresses. “Until that message is clear, things are going to change very slowly.” 


The task force admits change is needed now. It clearly states that gay students face 
“harassment and intimidation that [makes] their schooling difficult. Many gay and lesbian 
youth told us that they dreaded coming to school.” 


Mayencourt believes the situation will change. 


“We need to know what's causing those kids to feel unsafe, and what’s causing their 
parents to feel they’re unsafe sending their kids into the school system. We do know that 
bullying exists in virtually every school, and we know that some schools are making great 
progress on it but others are not addressing it , 
effectively,’ he told Outlooks in an earlier 
interview. “We're looking for a system in 
which people who are different are respected 
and honoured regardless of the colour of 
their skin, their sexual orientation.” 


But the fact that we’re nowhere near that 
point is well documented in the safe schools 
report. It notes that many children live in fear 
of what faces them when they arrive at school 
every day. Their focus is not on learning, but 
making it through to the final bell. It also 
acknowledges that, while the extreme cases 
are well reported, many other students suffer | 
in silence. 


Critics cite the biggest disappointment as a | 
failure to provide the strong “top-down” 
leadership Chamberlain and others say is 


needed to stamp out the culture of homophobia. One of the guiding principles of the 
task force was to respect the autonomy of local school boards—but that very principle 
could be a big part of the problem. 


Without strong provincial standards, conditions will vary across the province. Already 
a patchwork of policies is developing, with cities like Vancouver and Victoria taking the 
lead to battle racism and homophobia in the classroom, and some rural areas insisting 
there are no gay students in their classrooms. 


Some school trustees just can’t deal with the gay factor. That fact was documented 
three years ago in an auditor-general’s report warning that discrimination based on sexual 
orientation was being ignored because the topic made staff uncomfortable. That report 
said “school districts should provide teachers with suitable guidance for encouraging 
tolerance and respect for students of same-sex orientation’? That simply hasn’t 
happened. 


“If they’ve got issues with homophobia, then they’ll have to develop programs for that. 
The issue here is making a firm statement that harassment, bullying, intimidation is not an 
acceptable behaviour on the part of anyone in British Columbia,” says Mayencourt. 


“Local school boards do have autonomy, but they do need to very clearly mandate 
positive information about... GLBT people and students in schools, because they hear the 
slurs and the put downs all the time, and with no positive information in curricula there’s 
nothing to counter the hate,’ Chamberlain says. 


The Vancouver School Board is seen as one of the most progressive, implementing 
sweeping reforms to make clear that anti-gay harassment will not be tolerated. The three 
major objectives include an anti-harassment policy, a committee to monitor safety issues 
for gay students, and adding sexual orientation to code of conduct guidelines. Much of 
the groundwork for the reform was laid by Out Reach, a coalition of community groups 
including the Gay and Lesbian Educators of BC, GAB Youth Services, YouthCo, ASIA, and 
P-Flag. 


Chamberlain says it’s up to the gay community and straight allies to keep pressuring the 
province to adopt a similar plan of attack. 


“Otherwise | can foresee, down the road, that students whether they're straight or gay 
will enter into lawsuits against school boards for failing to protect them,’ Chamberlain 
concludes. W

The issue of acceptance

As the Supreme Court reviews the constitutionality of a bill to nationalize the recog- 
nition of same-sex marriages, public debate on the issue is beginning to heat up from 
coast to coast. The battle for support is raging as church leaders and ultra-conserva- 
tive groups come head to head with politicians and gay advocacy organizations. 


As the third country to recognize same-sex marriages (by court order, for now), 
Canada is leading the world in terms of equality, prompting debate all across the globe, 
most notably in the United States. Unfortunately, public support in that country 
appears to be headed in a negative direction. George W. Bush was quick to oppose gay 
equality when he called gays “sinners” and stated that the White House’s pack of lawyers 
was busy figuring out a way to federally codify the traditional definition of marriage. 
Unfortunately, it seems that more and more Americans agree with the Commander in 
Chief: a recent poll found that support for legalizing gay marriage has plummeted since 
the United States Supreme Court declared sodomy laws unconstitutional. 


Where is this anti-equality backlash coming from? In the midst of all that is being said 
(and preached) in this international debate, the volume of completely ridiculous 
arguments and the pressure tactics successfully employed to make gay marriage appear 
threatening to contemporary society never ceases to amaze. 


On a recent flight to Toronto, a flight attendant walked down the aisle asking, “Globe 
or Post?” With a notable difference in journalistic integrity between the two (one has 
it, one doesn’t), | instinctively ask for a copy of The Globe and Mail. Looking down at the 
stack she proclaimed, “Sorry, only Post left.’ With more than three hours of flying ahead, 
| decided to take the paper and enjoy a few laughs at the conservative opinion articles 
labelled as news. Not surprisingly, there were two pieces about gay marriage: one about 
how many people are completely incensed over the concept, and the other an outra- 
geous piece by Andy Lamey entitled “Why Everyone Should Be Able To Marry Anyone”. 
In the piece, Lamey argued that gay marriage will open the door to marriages of all sorts 
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imaginable, specifically the marriages of multiple partners. How? He claims that equality 
arguments successfully used by homosexuals could in turn be used by any fringe group 
desiring access to the institution of marriage. Of course, the logic in his reasoning is 
flawed because he refuses to address the fact that the concept of marriage in this 
country has always been between two people. All of the court rulings have defined 
marriage, at its core, as the union of two to the exclusion of all others (the sex of the 
partners was not considered a basic premise). Therefore, arguments attempting to 
change the fundamental concept of the institution (to include more than two) would be 
infinitely more challenging. 


But there’s always a backup plan—if you don’t fall for the scare-mongering tactics, 
you might be persuaded by your religious convictions. Conservative religious denomi- 
nations are banding together in their opposition of same-sex marriage and have been 
intensely lobbying Parliament Hill. They oppose changing the definition on moral 
grounds, claiming that the mere existence of legally married same-sex couples would 
decay and ultimately destroy the concept of family. The Pope has waded into the debate, 
issuing a discussion paper claiming that gay parents cause their children violence, and 
describing gay marriage as “evil.” 


These two types of techniques employed to rally public support against the bill to 
nationalize gay marriage have already experienced significant success. Vocal constituents 
have been busy phoning, faxing and e-mailing their members of parliament. The result? 
A majority of Ontario Liberal MPs polled by the Toronto Star are intending to vote 
against the bill. In addition, the Supreme Court will not accelerate its constitutional 
review of the concept, leaving the job of guiding this critical piece of legislation through 
the House of Commons to the next Liberal leader. Paul Martin, who is widely expected 
to become the next prime minister, has expressed some level of discomfort with the 
issue. Adding fuel to the opponents’ fire is the outright refusal to recognize any same- 
sex marriages by the Province of Alberta. All of the other provinces and the territories 
are committed to administering federal law relating to marriage, except for the Klein 
government's Justice Minister Dave Hancock, who is ardently dedicated to wasting the 
province's time and money chasing an issue that is a certain defeat in the courts. 


However, it is encouraging to see gay youth becoming involved in this debate, taking 
on those fighting against equality. Clint Ball,a nineteen-year-old gay youth from Alberta, 
has actively campaigned for gay marriage. “| really want the whole wedding thing for 
myself someday, | definitely think it is something that | would 
do.” He has written letters to his member of parliament and 
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to the minister of justice expressing support for nationalizing 
gay marriage. “Young people should write their government 
representatives to express their opinions about gay marriage. It is important, because 
as a community, we need to stand together,” Ball exhorts.

Gay marriage will ultimately serve to normalize the relations between gay and lesbian 
communities and the heterosexual world. The level of animosity will be significantly 
reduced over time, as the public becomes accustomed to same-sex relationships. One 
of the most significant advantages to gay marriage is that it will promote awareness of Badass 
gay and lesbian issues without the “in your face” attitude commonly associated with 
minority groups struggling for equality. Youth will grow up with the concept that both 
opposite-sex and same-sex partners are “normal”, creating a far more progressive and 
inclusive generation. As gays and lesbians achieve full equality, is it even possible that 
sexual labels may cease to exist altogether, as prophesied in Bert Archer’s The End of 
Gay? 


It is clear that even with all of the recent achievements in gay and lesbian equality, 
we must not become complacent with our significant court victories. The battle over 
equal rights is presently focused on the bill to nationalize gay marriage, and we cannot 
afford to remain silent at such a critical time. 
But even political victories can be hollow, as 
real success is measured by the level of 
equality that exists in people’s hearts and 
minds. Achieving parity with our neigh- 
bours, friends and families is the most 
important goal of all. | recently asked my

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Pork futures

Gotta get my pig! That’s the cry heard throughout Calgary—and this year’s theme—as 
small Change...Big Changes brings back the cherished chubby piggy to the 2003 
undraising campaign. 

Inspired by Lorne and Sherrie MacRae and a group of volunteers in 1994, Small 
Change...Big Changes began when the two realized that there was a lack of funding for 
particular challenges faced by persons affected by HIV/AIDS. At that time, the Calgary 
dealth Region’s Southern Alberta Clinic was in its relatively early years of development, 
ind funds were required for various needs that were not typically covered by the usual 
realth care sources. It became clear to members of the initial committee that emergency 
unds were required for dental care, prescription drugs, housing and patient care, as well 
as monies for AIDS research and education. 


The concept was simple: throw a party to launch the fundraising campaign at which a 
-eramic piggy bank is purchased, ask the participants to “feed” their piggies with cash and 
oring it back to a final gala event two months later, to celebrate with fellow contributors 
the return of the pecuniously-plumped pigs. In order to minimize costs for both the 
aunch and gala events, donations of space, food and beverages were sought from a vast 
aumber of sponsors, and the gala featured an art auction and entertainment. Over the 
years, the format has remained roughly the same, and Small Change...Big Changes has 
-aised nearly $600,000 to contribute to the Southern Alberta Clinic, the Lorne MacRae 
Research Fund, and the relatively new SCBC Endowment Fund managed by the Calgary 
Jealth Trust. 


Although the piggy banks were not available for the event last year, due to an 
overwhelming number of requests from patrons, they're back again this year. 


Launch chair Dave Gowryluk has secured Divino’s restaurant in its new location on 
‘restaurant row” as the site of the launch, which will take place on Monday, September 
15, from 5 through 8 p.m. “The idea is to hold the launch event downtown so that people 
can drop by on their way home from work, enjoy a cocktail and an hors d’oeuvre and, of

“If people write a cheque for their piggy contents, they will get a tax receipt for a 
portion of their contribution—over a certain amount—issued through the Calgary 
Health Trust,” says Wade Cuthbertson, financial officer for the event. People are encour- 
aged to come early to the launch, as there are only 400 piggies available for purchase this 
year, and the organizers expect to be completely sold out of piggy banks by the end of 
the evening. 


Small Change...Big Changes 2003 has a fundraising goal of $50,000. “In addition to 
replenishing the funds for the Southern Alberta Clinic, the Lorne MacRae Research Fund, 
and the SCBC Endowment Fund, we plan to purchase ten new hospital bed mattresses, 
covers and linens for the beds at Beswick House—a hospice for AIDS affected persons,” 
says Sherrie MacRae, co-founder of the event and current chair of the Small Change. ..Big 
Changes committee. 


With the success of last year’s Gala at the University of Calgary’s Rozsa Centre, the 
committee decided to return to that venue. “We really like the idea of having a short 
program in the theatre. It allows us to speak directly to our donors about the current 
needs and financial goals of the campaign,’ explains MacRae.“ When we hear stories of 
the experiences of the patients and those working in AlDS-related areas, it lends 
immediacy to the event. As well, the entertainment we present as part of that program 
gives the audience a chance to get into the party mood before they go out into the gala 
reception and silent auction. 


“The important thing is to buy your pig early, as there are obviously a limited number 
of seats in the theatre, and we can only sell to capacity. We're expecting the piggies for 
this year’s event will sell very quickly,’ she continues. W

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An eye for design

In his leisure hours, Jym Hominick loves nothing better than relaxing at his sunny cottage on 
the shores of Lake Winnipeg, investing his creative energy in the design of his garden, a 
seemingly never-ending project. He spends much time there with Jim Miller, a retired banker, 
who's been his partner for the past eighteen years. But when he returns to Winnipeg, his 
energies are very much focused on the inside, not the outdoors. In fact, Inside: Design and 
Decor, is the name of the company he founded four years ago. It specializes in interior living 
spaces from city homes and country ranches to lakeside cottages and even deluxe mobile 
homes. 


Asa child growing up in Brandon, Hominick, now fifty-seven, always had a flair for design but 
circumstances conspired to stop him from taking an interior design course at university. 
Instead, he became a hair stylist, working in the town of Minnedosa and eventually teaching hair 
styling at Brandon’s Assiniboine College. 


After that, he worked in a Greek restaurant, later moving to Winnipeg to work with Western 
International Hotels. Then he worked for Delta Hotels, managing its Rose and Crown pub and 
doing research in Toronto into the design and equipping of pubs and restaurants. 


His love of design finally paid off when he was hired by the upmarket Penthouse Furniture, 
which has six stores across Canada. With his firm grasp on good design and his strong visual 
sense, he sold furniture, set up displays and eventually became the Penthouse buyer, travelling 
to major furniture shows in the U.S.and Canada to check on trends and find out what his well- 
heeled clients might like. He also designed bedroom displays for wedding shows at the 
Winnipeg Convention Centre. 


His buying didn’t just extend to upper-end brands of furniture such 
as Thomasville and Bernhardt; he also took a strong interest in home 
accessories—everything from cushions and drapes to lighting, 
flooring, artwork and bric-a-brac. He designs his own accessories, 
including silk flowers, plants and even trees, which he has manufac- 
tured from high quality plastics. “The plants and trees | create thrive 
on neglect, so they're useful to have if you're busy,’ he laughs. 


Hominick eventually parted company with Penthouse Furniture, 
but is still greatly in demand for his ideas and expertise on creating 
innovative living spaces. Today he has both private and corporate 
clients and his extensive contacts in the furniture and home furnish- 
ings industries help him turn décor dreams into reality, no matter 
what the budget. 


Designer Jym 
Hominick 


A few years ago, he was brought in as consultant when a group of famous women were 
invited to give lecture evenings of personal reminiscences at Winnipeg's Centennial Concert 
Hall, under the title My Unique Life Experiences. Included were: Lauren Bacall; Sarah, Duchess 
of York; Joan Rivers; Maya Angelou; Ivana Trump; Lily Tomlin and Jehan Sadat, wife of the slain 
Egyptian president. 


Hominick’s job was to design a living room set, which would best reflect the story and 
personality of each woman invited to talk. He was able to meet most of them and there was 
even a fan letter from Jehan Sadat, a leader in the peace movement and women’s rights, praising 
the thoughtful setting he had chosen. 


“The lecture series organizers really wanted to get some furniture together and have 
someone with design flair put it together on stage, but | went further and found out a lot of 
details about the participants’ likes and dislikes,’ says Hominick. “| talked to their assistants and 
secretaries to make sure | got all of the details just right.” 


He has designed interiors in several of Winnipeg’s plummiest neighbourhoods and recently 
worked on creating a superb cottage for Brandon orthodontist Jay Te Winburn. The result was 
featured in Cottage Life Magazine. 


When starting a project, Hominick first interviews a client to get their general ideas, likes 
and dislikes. In the case of the country cottage, he then did a layout and not only chose colours, 
flooring, curtains, furniture, pictures, lamps and accessories—he also chose linens and super- 
vised the arrival of the two huge truckloads of furniture that he had ordered. The orthodon- 
tist was delighted with the result and wrote that he had created “exactly the look and feel | 
wanted... you have used your skills to make it reality” 


Hominick’s attention to detail even extended to the slipcovers for the cottage: they are 
reversible, one with a summery theme, the other side for winter nights and log fires. 


He has also been busy designing living spaces for corporate clients, such as Triple E,a builder 
of fairly lavish mobile homes based in Winkler, Manitoba,. Some sell for up to $350,000 each 
and they include valance window treatments, oak cabinets, fireplaces, TVs, double-door fridges 
with icemakers and much else, besides. 
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“They have self-levelling features once you 
stop for the night and some of them have 
slide-out sections, so that you can extend 
living areas once parked.,” says Hominick. 
“They really are the ultimate in mobile 
luxury—we're talking flat TV screens, 
fabulous kitchens and bathrooms, as well as 
a lot of leather furniture here.” 


Working with photographer Brian Gould, 
he has put together interiors which reflect 
the lifestyle choices of a variety of people 
with different mobile home price ranges. 
Zooming in on the tastes and lifestyle 
choices of potential purchasers is the key to successful marketing, so interior décor isn’t just 
about making things look pretty.

He has done the same kind of customized design job for Kingsman, a gas fireplace manufac- 
turer. In the past, their brochures were rather humdrum, but Hominick has turned them into 
lifestyle statements, using different surrounds to appeal to different clients. 


When not designing interiors or tending to his real or artificial flowers, Hominick loves to 
travel. He rarely misses furniture or design shows and is constantly looking for new ideas or 
checking on new materials and styles. 


“| really only got started on the true career | wanted in interior design when | was forty,’ he 
says. “Il love the work I’m doing and being paid for that is an added benefit.” 


His ex-banker partner Jim Miller was born in Trinidad and grew up in Barbados, a place they 
frequently visit. Eventually they would like to retire there for at least six months of the year. 


“We could set up a guest house for visitors or just enjoy the scenery,’ he adds. “We would 
still want to spend the summers in Canada, so perhaps we should buy one of those mobile 
homes and just park it in Winnipeg, so we have a nice home to return to when we come back 
from Barbados” W

Reena (Nisha Ganatra, the film’s co- 
writer and director),a New York photog- 
rapher and henna artist, blazes a trail of 


_ independence with her lesbian identity 


over the traditional customs of her 
family. Her mother (cookbook queen 
Madhur Jaffrey) is conservative, disap- 
proving and just a little in denial, but 
keeps her family as close-knit as possible. 
Reena’s sister Sarita (Sakina Jaffrey, 
Madhur  Jaffrey’s real-life daughter) 
marries a white man, Mitch (Nick 
Chinlund), at the start of the film, but 
when she discovers that she’s infertile, 
Reena volunteers to be artificially insem- 
inated so that her sister can have the 
family she always wanted. The change of 
her life's plans makes Sarita re-examine 
her priorities in life, and only when she 
asks Reena to stop trying does Reena get 
pregnant. 


When Reena decides to keep the baby, 
the strains start to show in everyone’s 
relationships. Her girlfriend Lisa (Jill 
Hennessy) freaks out, saying that nine 
months was one thing but she didn’t sign 
on for parenthood. Sarita is no longer 
sure that she wants to be a mother, and 
even though Mitch wants to keep the 
baby, a wedge is being driven between 
Reena and those closest to her.

and Lisa’s relationship, the transforma- 
tion of Sarita is one of the film’s most 
compelling storylines. A woman who 
was raised with the expectation of having 
a family and wanting nothing more out of 
life, is suddenly told that she can’t have 
that. When she re-examines her situa- 
tion, it’s interesting to see the final trans- 
formation unfold. Likewise, Reena’s 
mother starts dealing with the pregnancy 
of her lesbian daughter in a way that 
most mothers do—by adjusting to the 
situation in the best way they know how, 
even if it means creatively adapting a few 
Indian blessing ceremonies along the way. 


Nisha Ganatra is a Canadian-born 
talent, who honed her skills at NYU, 
studying with Spike Lee and Martin 
Scorcese. Chutney Popcorn was her first 
feature film and she couldn't have had a 
better start. Cinematically, the film is 
nicely shot, but more than anything the 
introduction of black and white stills 
(Reena’s passion) helps to create a sense 
of the beauty that she sees in the world. 
As well, the henna that Reena and Lisa 
decorate each other with is completely 
eroticized, and adds a much more sensual 
note to the film. One also definitely gets 
a sense that the pair is making love as 
opposed to having gratuitous sex for the 
sake of it on the screen. 


The clashing and coming together of 
Indian-American and New York lesbian 
culture is also one of the film’s strong

points, and the relatives and circle of 
friends on each side make for amusing 
contrasts. It is especially good to note 
that the characterizations were accurate, 
and not over the top as they tend to be 
in many “ethnic” films. Through Reena, 
Ganatra weaves us between two worlds 
and brings us to a point where the two 
no longer antagonize one another. 
Ultimately, the film is emotionally satis- 
fying and a pleasure to watch, and 
certainly one that | would see again.

In my haste to get started on Jeff Mann’s 
book Edge, | failed to take notice of its 
author's credentials as a celebrated poet, a 
fact mentioned in both the jacket summary 
and words of praise from fellow writers on 
the back cover. This oversight, however, was 
not a serious one, as Mann’s experience and 
expertise as a poet became abundantly clear 
in a matter of paragraphs, though not in a 
heavy-handed or obvious kind of way. 

Edge is a quirky little book—part memoir, 
part travelogue, part erotic non-fiction, it is 
an exercise in sharing that defies any simple 
categorization. Though poetry really only

plays a role in the author's background and 
interests, Mann's love of language—all 
language—infuses the book with a wonder- 
fully conversational lyricism, a rhythm that is 
unmistakably his and his alone. Even when 
recounting the most commonplace of 
experiences or events, the book’s subtle 
“soundtrack” of well-crafted prose makes 
Edge a page-turner from beginning to end. 


Mann tells his tales—and they are his tales, 
even though they possess a certain universal 
wisdom—with unflinching and impressive 
honesty. There is no sense of “gimmickry” in 
his soul baring, just an obvious passion for 
reality, for hitting the nail on the head even 
when such a true blow could potentially be 
painful. Clear of voice and of perspective, 
Mann balances detail with rhythm, and never 
allows himself or the reader to be bogged 
down with extraneous window-dressing. 
Throughout the book, scenes are set, played 
out, and then passed by—the journeys he 
writes about are both spiritual and physical, 
including the one from cover to cover. That 
they are immensely entertaining to boot is a 
bonus, the happy result of candor and wit 
being filtered through hindsight. 


Edge is a book of travels, but not neces- 
sarily a travel book in the usual sense. 
Though many of his destinations have a ring 
of familiarity (the still-predominant western 
European heritage of North America makes 
them so), Mann still embraces his discoveries 
in Germany and the British Isles with a true 
spirit of adventure, employing all five senses 
on behalf of the reader and dutifully 
recording the results. Much to my delight 
(and doubtless the delight of others who 
have “tagged along’), he somehow manages 
to celebrate the exotic otherness that still 
does exist in an era of globe-gobbling 
McDonald’s franchises and an ever increasing 
“mall mentality”. 


When it comes to the book’s carnal 
components, Mann’s take on erotica is

refreshingly matter-of-fact, and there is no 
unnecessary fanfare or grandstanding 
involved to distract from the “raw” experi- 
ences offered the reader. As a sexual being, 
he shares his appetites—and the encounters 
that result—with little, if any, literary framing 
or set-up, a pared-down formula that sends 
ideas on an express trip from brain stem to 
groin. Like his surroundings in any given 
environment, the pertinent details of sexual 
escapades are observed and recorded (even 
if only in fantasy), and then it’s on to the next 
encounter that life, love and lust brings his 
way. In an industry often clogged with 
overwrought purple porn-prose, this no- 
nonsense approach is a welcome one, 
indeed, and a thousand times more effective 
because of its straightforwardness. Even in 
the context of fleeting and impersonal 
encounters, the author allows himself—and, 
more importantly, the reader—glimpses of a 
vulnerability and abandon not often seen in 
“erotic” writings, fictional or otherwise. 


One of the most charming elements of 
the book appears early on, when Mann is 
struggling to find a balance between recog- 
nizing his sexuality and maintaining his 
demeanor as a young Southern gentleman 
growing up in small town Appalachia. He 
finds comfort and a sense of identity in, of all 
things, Barnabas Collins, the vampire protag- 
onist in the camp primetime soap Dark 
Shadows. Mann's parallels between the isola- 
tion he feels as a gay man and the plight of 
the vampire outcast are both touching and 
funny—not to mention quite accurate when 


he relates forbidden bloodlust to 
homosexual yearnings. “He had his own 
dark secret, like a coffin hidden in the 
basement,’ he writes. “How vividly he 
relates to the monster, whose appetites are 
reviled by the world, who is hunted down by 
the average and the self-righteous, who is 
destroyed by a mob of peasants waving 
torches and crosses.” Fabulous. And only a 
tiny taste of what Edge has to offer. 


Whether empathizing with bloodsuckers, 
bemoaning the ever-widening generation gap 
he witnesses while teaching university 
classes, or committing sexual “atrocities” on 
a beefy waiter in the safety of his mind (or, at 
times, with willing accomplices behind closed 
doors), Jeff Mann is a generous and engaging 
raconteur. It almost seems odd that 
something so “on the mark’ would be 
entitled Edge, but having read the book | have 
to trust the man’s instincts, not to mention 
his wit, intellect and not-so-common sense. 
if bedding down with a poetic libertine (I 
recommend a chapter a night before turning 
in) is in the cards for you this fall, you needn't 
look any further than Jeff Mann and the Edge 
he has over all competitors.

This travel agent knew 
how to please and couldn’t believe his eyes when he saw what Danny and Max had to offer. 
He determined the exact place to send them in Europe after proving his expertise in 
handling the huge task before him.

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Striding with purpose 


Nancy (and later Geri) may have told you that these boots were made for walking, 
but come September 20 and 21, you may prefer to trade in those boots for something 
a little less blister-inducing. It’s that time of year again, when thousands gather at over 
130 venues in more than 100 communities across the country for AIDS Walk Canada. 
This year, organizers are expecting some 60,000 Canadians to take part in order to 
raise funds for local community-based AIDS organizations that provide HIV/AIDS care, 
prevention education and support services. 


AIDS Walk Canada is the country’s largest HIV/AIDS fundraising events, as well as an 
important method for raising awareness. This year’s theme is Why Walk? Because 
Prevention Remains Our Only Cure—an important message when you consider the 
fact that eleven new infections occur every day. In 2001, the number of positive test 
reports increased for the first time since 1994, which indicates a breakdown in the 
message that’s being put out there. Among gay men, infection rates remain about thirty- 
seven percent of new infections, though that number spiked to forty-two percent in 
2000. While it has since returned to thirty-seven percent, it shows an increasing need 
to emphasize prevention messages targeted at the gay community. 

This year’s theme is also designed to encourage more Canadians to walk. The more 
people walking means more awareness raised. This is seen as the first step in putting 
HIV/AIDS back on the map, as there is still silence and stigma surrounding the subject, 
and its urgency as a “cause” seems to have dwindled. No longer are celebrities (other 
than Elizabeth Taylor) wearing red ribbons, and that silence gives the impression that 
HIV/AIDS is no longer a serious issue. AIDS Walk Canada aims to break that silence in 
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order to remind people that HIV/AIDS remains a threat because we still don’t have a 
cure. The event is also meant to encourage support, compassion and commitment in 
Canadians on behalf of those people whose lives have directly felt the impact of the 
disease. 


With nationwide fundraisers, people often worry that the money they're pledging 
will wind up in the hands some faceless national organization that doles out pitiful 
amounts to those who beg the most, and only when the mood suits them. Not so with 
AIDS Walk. What's unique about this event is that all of the funds raised within a 
community stay within that community. Local community-based AIDS organization that 
provide HIV/AIDS care, prevention education, and support services to those in their 
area benefit directly. These funds are crucial to these community-based AIDS organi- 
zations for their ongoing operations and services for those infected and affected by 
HIV/AIDS. 


Since 1995, AIDS Walk Canada has raised close to $25 million in over 100 commu- 
nities. In 2002, over $2.18 million was raised, and this year organizers expect to raise 
$2.5 million. As this event is funded entirely by the private sector, generous corporate 
donations are what keep AIDS Walk Canada going. This year’s National Platinum 
Sponsor is Molson; with Gold Sponsor the MAC AIDS Fund. A number of sponsors also 
contribute at the local level of each walk, keeping with the community spirit of AIDS 
Walk Canada. 


The walks will be taking place in every province and territory in Canada, at over one 
hundred and thirty sites. To find walk sites in your area, visit www.aidswalk- 
canada.ca for complete listings. People can register as individuals or as teams at their 
local AIDS organizations. Only you can raise awareness of HIV/AIDS in Canada, and 
help to spread the message of prevention. While HIV/AIDS is no longer just a “gay 
disease , as the community that was hit first and hit hardest we owe it to ourselves to 
see the fight through until a cure is found. W
